On March 8,2018, the Federal Election Commission notified your below-listed clients of 
a complaint alleging violations of certain sections of the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, 
as amended, (the "Act"): the Republican National Committee and Anthony Parker in his official 
capacity as treasurer; the Alabama Republican Party and Sallie Bryant in her official capacity as 
treasurer; the Republican Party of Arkansas and Joel Prichett in his official capacity as treasurer; 
the California Republican Party and Mario Guerrain his official capacity as treasurer; the 
Connecticut Republican Party and Warner C. Pyne, 111 in his official capacity as treasurer; the 
Kansas Republican Party and Richard L. Todd in his official capacity as treasurer; the 
Republican Party of Louisiana and Dexter Duhon in his official capacity as treasurer; the 
Republican Party of Minnesota-Federal and Bron Scherer in his official capacity as treasurer; the 
Mississippi Republican Party and Paul V. Breazeale in his official capacity as treasurer; the 
Missouri Republican State Committee-Federal and Patricia Thomas in her official capacity as 
treasurer; the New Jersey Republican State Committee and April Bengivenga in her official 
capacity as treasurer; the NY Republican Federal Campaign Committee and Steven Wells in his

On April 29,2019, the Commission considered the complaint and information provided 
by Respondents, but was equally divided on whether to find reason to believe that Respondents 
violated the Act. Accordingly, the Commission closed its file in this matter.
